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Last  September  Victoria  College  welcomed  its 
new  principal,  John  W.  Ewing,  B.A.,  D.  Paed., 
formerly  of  the  Provincial  Normal  School  in  Van- 
couver. A  well-known  psychologist,  Dr.  Ewing  has 
been  author  and  co-author  of  several  text-books, 
and  is  familiar  to  many  British  Columbians  through 
his  radio  talks  over  the  CBC.  He  has  lectured  at 
the  Summer  School  of  Education  here  in  Victoria 
on  several  occasions. 

Students  who  have  worked  with  Dr.  Ewing 
this  year  have  been  impressed  with  his  friendly 
nature  and  his  deep  understanding  of  young 
people's  problems.  Victoria  College  is  fortunate 
indeed  to  have  Dr.  Ewing,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
he  will  remain  with  us  for  many  years  to  come. 


I  have  been  asked  to  address  a  few  words 
to  the  students  of  Victoria  College  through  the 
medium  of  "  The  Craigdarroch,"  and  I  am  very 
happy  to  do  so.  I  greet  you  in  terms  of  friend- 
ship and  affection,  and  venture  the  hope  that 
the  bonds  of  our  present  association  may  grow 
stronger  with  the  years. 

Every  institution  has  its  own  unique 
character.  That  of  Victoria  College  may  be 
summed  up  in  three  things:  our  deep  love  of 
scholarship;  our  sense  of  fitness  in  human 
relations;  and  our  eager  participation  in  College 
life.  In  a  word,  we  are  a  vigorous  and  united 
family. 

I  speak  for  every  member  of  the  Faculty 
when  I  wish  you  academic  success,  social 
satisfaction,  and  an  active,  useful  future. 
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With  the  conclusion  of  this  session  each  of 
us  will  be  a  step  closer  to  the  completion  of 
formal  education  and  we  might  benefit  by  paus- 
ing to  reflect  on  the  past,  and  to  try  to  anticipate 
the  future.  Conditioned  as  we  are  by  nearly 
six  years  of  necessary  bureaucracy  at  a  parti- 
cularly impressionable  age,  it  is  possible  that 
many  of  us  are  too  prone  to  accept  the  political 
attitudes  and  social  values  of  others.  We  are 
bombarded  on  all  sides  by  individuals  and 
groups  each  striving  to  convert  us  to  a  parti- 
cular way  of  thinking.  It  is  during  times  of 
crisis  such  as  we  are  now  experiencing,  when 
the  individual  interest  is  subordinated  to  the 
general,  that  we  are  so  inclined  to  accept  un- 
critically what  we  are  told  from  the  right  or 
left.  In  so  doing  we  are  failing  to  achieve  one 
of  the'  fundamental  aims  of  education.  There 
is  no  innate  or  mystical  force  which  determines 
what  we  think  and  thus  what  we  are,  but  rather 
the  determinant  is  the  extent  of  our  discrim- 
inatory powers  gained  through  education. 
When  we  have  thisv  necessary  discernment  we 
are  ready  and  able  to  accept  or  reject  what 
is  placed  before  us,  and  according  to  our  own 
values  formulate  our  own  philosophy  of  life 
within  the  extensive  bounds  of  a  democratic 
society.  As  we  contemplate  the  future  and  the 
things  which  we  desire  most  that  must  be 
wrought  from  extant  conditions  we  cannot  be 
unaware  of  the  immensity  of  the  task  and  the 
extent  of  our  individual  obligations.

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THE  PERCY  H.  ELLIOTT  MEMORIAL  SCHOLARSHIP 

This  year  brought  with  it  a  source  of  deep  satisfaction,  when 
the  Percy  H.  Elliott  Memorial  Furtd  was  placed  in  the  care  of 
three  trustees:  Dr.  Ewing,  Miss  Cruickshank  and  Mr.  Christie, 
Secretary  of  the  Victoria  Board  of  School  Trustees. 

The  Fund  was  raised,  to  quote  from  the  Trust  Deed,  by  "his 
former  students,  associates,  and  friends,  as  a  memorial  to  Pro- 
fessor Elliott,  and  as  a  tribute  to  those  qualities  of  mind  and 
spirit,  and  of  broad  human  understanding,  that  characterized 
him  as  a  man  and  a  teacher." 

The  proceeds  of  the  Fund  will  provide  scholarships,  in  per- 
petuity, for  students  of  the  first  or  second  year  at  Victoria  College, 
proceeding  to  a  University  degree.  "The  award,"  says  the  trust 
deed,  "shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  outstanding  merit  and 
promise  in  one  specific  field  of  study  [to  a  student]  who  has 
also  a  high  general  academic  standing,  and  qualities  of  character 
indicating  worthiness  to  hold  the  scholarship." 

,We  feel  that  this  scholarship  belongs  to  the  College  in  a 
special  sense,  and  that  students  to  whom  it  will  be  awarded  in 
the  future  will  be  conscious  of  having  won  an  honor  which  is 
intimately  linked  up  with  the  life  and  work  of  the  man  whose 
name  it  bears.

RUGBY 

The  Rugby  Team  this  year  experienced  one  of  the  greatest 
seasons  ever  enjoyed  by  the  College.  With  some  veterans  from 
the  College's  last  year  team  plus  ex-players^  from  Oak  Bay  High 
(1944  Province  Cup  Champions)  and  ex-Victoria  High  players,  a 
formidable  squad  was  fielded  in  the  first  practice  game.  Soon 
Coach  Campbell  Forbes  had  the  boys  working  in  a  smoothly 
co-ordinated  team.  Though  the  squad  had  fewer  practices  than 
are  considered  necessary,  their  experience  and  aggressive  play 
made  them  an  outstanding  team.  But  owing  to  this  lack  of  time 
for  practice  the  lads  felt  that  they  could  not  enter  the  Senior 
League  as  the  local  officials  desired. 

The  most  notable  achievement  was  the  winning  of  the  Hey- 
land  Cup,  signifying  Intermediate  League  championship.  During 
the  nine  league  games  the  opposing  teams  only  made  two  tries 
and  scored  only  a  total  of  21  points  to  the  College's  62.  Oak  Bay 
High  was  unable  to  score  a  point  against  the  home  team.  The 
three  most  exciting  games  were  played  against  Naval  College 
"B",  Victoria  High  and  Naval  College  "C".  In  the  game  against 
Naval  College  "B",  the  College  team  came  very  close  to  defeat. 
Rowe  with  sixty  seconds  to  go  ran  ninety  yards  to  put  the  College 
ahead.  The  game  against  Victoria  High  was  crucial  as  it  decided 
the  winner  of  the  Second  Half  of  the  league  and  the  tempers  were 
high  throughout  the  game.  Naval  College  "C"  went  ahead  in 
the  early  moments  of  the  College's  last  game  and  the  Crag- 
darroch  lads  had  a  tough  job  to  pile  up  a  13-3  score. 

Coach  Campbell  Forbes  selected  several  of  the  lads  to  play 
on  the  Victoria  "Rep"  team.  Rod  Lammers,  lack  Rowe  and  Cliff 
Denham  went  to  Vancouver  to  help  the  Senior  League  to  field  a 
team  against  Varsity.  This  was  a  great  honour  for  these  players 
and  the  College  may  be  proud  of  them.
